MOST wart* are nothing to 
worry about. They may be a bit 
disfiguring es long aa they last, 
but they usually don’t last long, 
having a marked tendency to dis­ 
appear on their own without treat­ 
ment. If they don’t, there are a 
number of easy and painless way* 
to remove them. 
There is one type, however, 
known as a plantar w art, which 
occurs on the sole of the foot. Not 
only is such a w art painful, but it 
often is difficult to eliminate. 
Burned Off 
In some instances, the w art may 
be gotten rid of by employing 
some acid or other substance to 
burn it off. Treatm ent with the 
electric needle is also satisfactory 
in certain cases. 
From 60 to 90 per cent of the 
cases may be cured with X-ray. 
The X ray treatm ent is painless, 
short in duration and safe, pro­ 
vided it is carried out by an ex­ 
pert who knows what dose of 
X-ray to employ. 
According to Dr. James A. Dick­ 
son of Cleveland, Ohio, these meth­ 
ods, no m atter how skillfully em­ 
ployed, fail to bring about a curt 
in at least one out of IO patients. 
Even after several year* of 
treatment, in »ome instance*, an 
extremely painful area remains on 
the sole of the foot. An ulcer or 
•ore develops which not only af­ 


fects the skin, but extends into the 
deeper tissues. Treatm ent in such 
cases with X-ray and other meth­ 
ods may only make the condition 
worse. 
Surgical Removal 


In these case* Dr. Dickson be­ 
lieve* that the only method of 
treatment which will be successful 
is complete surgical removal of the 
wart area. In two of the patient* 
he treated, the w art wa* located 
just back of the second toe. 
In order to get rid of the w art 
area, it was necessary to am putate 
the toe and the bone back of th* 
toe known as the m etatarsal. He 
has performed this operation in 
many cases with excellent result* 
in all instances. When this opera­ 
tion is done, because of the loca­ 
tion of the scar the weight of the 
foot is not thrown on the scar tis­ 
sue. 
If the area o ' skin in which th* 
wart is located were merely re­ 
moved, a scar would form on which 
the weight of the foot would be 
placed, and this would be painful. 
Furthermore, the scar would be 
likely to break down. The opera­ 
tion with removal of the toe doe* 
not interfere in any way with the 
normal action of the foot. 
In view of the serious problem 
which these plantar wart* present 
when they do not heal it would 
seem th at the operation for their 
removal is worthwhile.

COLUMBUS, Sept. 18—Veterans 
Administration officials announced 
today that 300 Ohio veterans re­ 
ceived duplicate educational sub­ 
sistence checks through a treasury 
departm ent error. 
The VA said that of the 820,351 
in checks erroneously sent out, 
only six checks with a total value 
of $440 had been returned. 
The error wa* made by the 
treasury’s Cleveland disbursing of­ 
fice on checks for educational sub­ 
sistence for last June. Payment 
on the checks was stopped but 
apparently many of the veterans 
had already cashed the checks.
